The work of beautifying the last 
portion of the campus that remain­ 
ed in its original is nearing com­ 
pletion as workmen are transform ­ 
ing two acres of rough ground for­ 
merly covered with weeds into gar­ 
dens that will be a memorial to 
Harry L. Staider, a member of the 
class of 1882 who died a number of 
years ago. The work is being done 
by the local chapter of the Phi 
Gamma Delta fraternity with Dr. 
Charles H. Huber, headmaster of 
Gettysburg academy, chairman of 
the committee 
The landscaping is being done in 
preparation for the celebration of 
the 100th anniversary of the found­ 
ing of Gettysburg college rn 1832. 
The central figure of the me­ 
morial gardens is a small low dam 
placed across the Tiber at a point 
several hundred feet west of North 
Washington street. 
The dam has 
formed a pond of some size. in the 
center of which stands a small is­ 
land. 
This island will be turned 
Into a rock garden with flowers and 
shrubs of every variety to turn what 
was an eyesore into one of the most 
beautiful spots on the campus. 
Several 
rustic 
bridges 
will 
be 
erected across the two branches of 
the Tiber to the rock garden, while 
lilies and other water plants will br 
placed In the pool. The entire two 
acres is being sodded while shrubs 
and flower gardens arc being placed 
at strategic points. 
A row of hemlocks has been plant­ 
ed along the south edge of the gar­ 
dens as a screen for the railroad and 
as a dark green background for the 
gardens themselves. 
A tablet dedicating the gardens to 
Mr. 8tahler will be erected cm the 
plot, but Doctor Huber said no spe­ 
cial program is planned for the 
event.

Successful termination of hostili­ 
ties was announced late Tuesday- 
night when the officers, headed by 
Brig.-Gen. Milton A Reckord. com­ 
mander of the brigade, returned to 
Camp Ritchie after two all-day trips 
to the Pennsylvania battlefield. 
“Union” Forces Win 
The “Union” forces won in this 
case too. 
They outnumbered the 
"Confederates* 
six 
to three, and 
were led by General Reckord him- I 
self. 
A truce was established tem- j 
porarily each day. so the "generals" I 
could eat the lunch they had taken 
from camp.

Each of the officers played the j 


part of a general of the Civil War 
forces and each in turn conducted 
the group over the terrain covered 
by the officer he represented, ex­ 
plaining the action of the war-time 
commanders.

The peach crop in Adams county, 
along with other peacn growing sec­ 
tions of the United States, will be 
the largest in history, according to 
local growers. 
“Wherever peaches 
are grown, the crop is larger than 
ever,” one prominent county grower 
said. 
The weather this spring and sum­ 
mer has been exceptionally favorable 
for the raising of peaches. 
One 
grower said his Hale peaches, one of 
the later varieties, were as large now 
as they have been in previous years 
when they were picked, presaging 
exceptionally fine fruit. 
The early peaches are the cling 
varieties. 
They are retailing from 
ti to $1.^ a bushel. 
Most house­ 
wives prefer to can the free stone 
peaches which ripen in August, al­ 
though some like the flavor of the 
cling peach when canned. 
The Hiley variety, an early free 
stone peach, was hard hit by freez­ 
ing temperatures during the blos­ 
soming period. 
The first of the commercial crop 
of peaches, the Carmen variety, will 
make its appearance between August 
IO and 15. 
No Oriental moth has appeared to 
damage this year's crop of peaches, 
and Adams county growers, at least, 
anticipate one of the best crops in 
many years. The fruit will be large, 
highly colored and cf fine flavor.

HITS FARMERS 


One 
Crop 
Growers 
Find 
Trouble Getting By 
On Price. 


Oklahoma City (AP)—J. E. Ma­ 
rine, who lives near Dodge City, 
Kansas. Rnd CV W. Curyea, of near 
Amarillo, in tile Texas panhandle, 
are farmers. 
They grow wheat, virtually noth­ 
ing but wheat, and they are selling 
it for about 25 cents a bushel—for 
25 cents when it costs about 40 
cents to grew. 
“Another year like this one,” says 
Mr. Curyea, “will break me." 
“I lose money on every bushel of 
wheal I raise.'' says Mr. Marine. 
“I could squeeze by for 50 cents.*’ 
There is a banker in Yukon. Okla­ 
homa 
The fa.mcrs In his district 
are sife, he believes, because they 
have grown many kinds of crops, 
cattle, chickens, hogs, even sheep 
Wheat Farmers ‘Bad Off’ 
The bankers said farmers who 
raise only wheat are In sad shape. 
There are few. if any wheat farm­ 
ers left in my neighborhood. They 
diversified. And new the others 
must ?earn their lesson.” he said. 
“Perhaps,” says Mr. Marine, “if 
I diversified I would be batter off. 
Bu* its too late 
Anyway Im a 
tenant farmer, and the owner wants 
v'heat planted.’’ 
' ? 
Mr. Marine is middle aged, lean 
And wiry and gray haired 
He sits at the tractor w.neel and 
looks over the almost level slopes 
whh tne experience of one who has 
farmed them a long time 
Fine 
brown-*,ray dust nodders his over­ 
alls. This is a dry country. 
The Oklahoma banker said the 
large areas in wheat had been put 
in by fanners in expectation of a 
soft life and big profits, such as 
had been realized before. 
These 
fanners, said Hie banker, have 
glutted the market. 
“I believe that about naif the 
farmers I know will be able to do 
as well as I am doing, that is. pay 
hiif their debts,” said Mr Curyea. 
“The other half is made up of 
farmers who diversify and those 
rho free total ruin. The latter are 
;n the majority. 
“Tliey borrowed every cent they 
'’O’dd get to plant this year’s crop. 


and lost that and more.’* 
Curyea has 510 acres of wtieat 
land. He was offered $55 an acre 
for it last year. Now he values It 
at $32.50. Curyea has a wife and 
two small children. The house is 
lather nice, but Mr. Curyea may 
have to give up his electric refrig­ 
erator and the lighting system. 
Prosperity’s “Hangover” 
“I believe the trouble with most 
of us.” he says, “is that we made 
our obligations on Hie basis of dol­ 
lar wheat. We are in a position like 
that of Inc salaried men who 18 
months ago made obligations ex­ 
pecting always to have their Jobs 
at the same salaries.” 
Mr. Marine and his son farm 'IOO 
ac^es of rented land. His son has 
alwite and three children. 
f^The trouble is,” says Mr. Marine, 
“tlfat villi wheat worth just a third 
what it was. the things we have to 
buy cost nearly as much as ever. 
I bought a sa k of flour the ofher 
day for S2.3C that hasn’t cost Over 
$2.75 since the war. 
"This is a great wheat country 
but not so good for other things. 
Land owners don t want us experi- 


mentin&. especially not this year. 
I’m a tenant and it s either plant 
wheat or get off. 
“There’s one consolation.” 
Mr. 
Marine reflects, “Nobody on the 
farm is likely to starve. 
Nearly 
everybody has a cow or two anti 
some chickens.’’
